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'CHANGE IS ALWAYS GOOD BUT WE DON'T WANT POUND SHOPS' 


IT’S all change in Broad Street, 
Lyme Regis, in the coming weeks 
with more than 10 town centre 
businesses currently up for sale, 
closing down or changing hands. 

The town is also shortly expected to 
welcome another high street chain with 
clothing store Fat Face opening in the for¬ 
mer HSBC premises. 

The “lifestyle clothing” company re¬ 
cently received planning permission to 
change the use of and extend the former 
bank with a single-storey extension in the 
rear yard and their rumoured plans to 
move to Lyme Regis were confirmed ear¬ 
lier this month as a second planning ap¬ 
plication was submitted for timber signs 
on the front and side of the premises, re¬ 
vealing their logo. 

However, Fat Face does not intend to 
alter the frontage of the building other 
than making good the window where the 
former cash machine was installed. 

Across the road, Turles Bistro & Wine 
Bar recently closed its doors with the 
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lease available for £95,000. Other busi¬ 
nesses advertised for sale or “sold subject 
to contract” include KJ Gifts, the Beach¬ 
comber in the car park next to Arthur 
Fordhams, Escalona next to the Rock 
Point Inn and the Town Mill Bakery on 
Coombe Street. Hilary Highet and Cin¬ 
derella have recently been let. 

Great potential 

The Pelly Gallery on Bell Cliff has also 
been let and it was revealed on Twitter 
that 1950s-theme Dottie Kitchen will 
open in the premises, offering smoothies, 
juices, sandwiches and wraps. 

Gift shop Rummage at the top of Broad 
Street also recently closed its doors and 
is up for rent, while Options closed on 
Monday and is rumoured to become an 
art gallery. The town’s Post Office is also 
still up for sale. 

The shop Love & Wonder is still empty 


and boarded up following a fatal car ac¬ 
cident in November, when a man suffered 
a heart attack at the wheel and crashed 
into the window. 

At the bottom of Broad Street The Ter¬ 
race shop and cafe is currently being con¬ 
verted into a restaurant called The French 
Lieutenant’s Bistro, and a new eatery of¬ 
fering wood-fire pizza is to open behind 
the Harbour Inn on Marine Parade. 

Speaking on the large number of recent 
changes, chairman of Lyme Regis Busi¬ 
ness Group, Tony Colston, commented: 
“The fact that we have national chains 
recognising the potential of Lyme Regis 
is great, and anything that does not leave 
shops empty is good. 

“There is a fine line between this and 
turning into just another high street, and 
retaining our independent shops is also 
important, but the main thing is not to 
have empty buildings. 

“Change is always good, providing they 
are viable businesses. What we don’t 
want is everything turning into pound 
shops.” 


Deputy mayor in favour on making beach tender public

No mention of the price was included 
in the minutes of the special council 
meeting when the decision was made

Remedial work begins after river cuts new course 


WORK began last week to realign the River Char on 
Charmouth Beach, after it cut a new course running 
eastwards during stormy weather in October and No¬ 
vember last year. 

The Foreshore Committee of Charmouth Parish 
Council has been closely monitoring the situation with 
Dorset and East Devon World Heritage Site Team 
(WHST), Natural England (NE) and the Environment 
Agency (EA) and, after receiving permission to realign 
the river on Thursday last week, work began on Mon¬ 
day morning and is expected to continue for several 
weeks. 

During stormy conditions, the typical behaviour of 
the river is for longshore drift to build up a storm berm 
that blocks the river mouth creating a pooled area be¬ 
hind it. The water level rises, which sooner or later 
over-tops the berm and cuts a new channel and drains 
directly to the south. 
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However, during last year’s storms the river was un¬ 
able to cut a new channel through the berm created by 
the longshore drift, and the effect of this was to push 
the exit further and further to the east. 

Monitoring of beach profiles by Plymouth Coastal 
Observatory, part of the national strategic monitoring 
programme, shows that the beach in the storms of 
2013/2014 lost some considerable volume of sand and 
shingle, up to 33 per cent in places, which is considered 
to be a significant factor in the river diverting to the 
east. 

After the river changed course, the parish council, in 
consultation with the EA, NE and WHST, put a con¬ 
tingency plan together to 
look at ways of alleviat-

mg this issue and re¬ 
ceived a time-limited 
permission to realign the 
river with strict condi¬ 
tions. However, as there 
was insufficient shingle 
on the beach to meet the 
conditions and complete 
the task effectively, they 
did not meet the deadline 
of December 19th. 


The view that the council would be unable to com¬ 
plete the realignment effectively by this date was con¬ 
firmed by the Plymouth Coastal Observatory report, 
received this month. There was also an informed belief 
that, over time, the situation would result in the River 
Char returning naturally to its more normal course, as 
has happened many times previously. 

However, the exceptional circumstances of the much- 
depleted beach has not allowed the river to return to a 
more conventional channel and, having taken further 
advice from the outside agencies, the council agreed 
that realignment was the best option and further per¬ 
mission to go ahead was received last week. 

Councillor Paul Oatway explained: “We received per¬ 
mission on Thursday evening and work started on Fri¬ 
day morning. We cut a new realignment channel which 
drains directly out to sea and built a damn across the 
course of the old river. 

“Over the weekend the sea obviously affected the 
works and on Monday we renewed our efforts, which 
stood up overnight. 

“We are now consolidating the work - building the 
damn higher so it can stand up against the next high 
spring tides and this is expected to continue over the 
next few weeks.” 

With regards to the affect of the river on the nearby 
Soft Rock Cafe on Charmouth Beach, Councillor Oat¬ 
way said that the cafe was safe to get to and from and 
was open over the weekend. 

He added that Natural England would not permit the 
council to build a seawall to further protect the cafe, as 
this was against the Shoreline Management Scheme,

but it was hoped that following the works shingle 
would naturally build up again next to the cafe, offer¬ 
ing more protection. 

The parish council now has a long-term strategy to 
create a Beach Management Plan in consultation with 
all relevant agencies to allow them to manage the river 
and the beach in a much more proactive manner, with¬ 
out having to apply for permissions each time.

being asked to leave the chamber, was 
chaired by Deputy Mayor Anita 
Williams because the Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Sally Holman, was the owner of a 
chalet at Monmouth Beach that had to 
be demolished after last year's storms. 

Yesterday (Monday), Councillor 
Williams issued the following state¬ 
ment: 

"The council has been provided with 
legal advice which, in the view of its of¬ 
ficers, indicates that the information 
which has been withheld is of a confi¬ 
dential nature, the release of which 
could be detrimental to the council, 
and, as such it is information that the 
council is not required to put into the 
public domain. 

"It is my view that this information 
should be released to the public. His¬ 
torically the council has released the 

headline details of _ 

works projects that the 
council intends to carry 


out, along with details of the contrac¬ 
tor and the value of the contract. 

"The council is spending public 
money and I believe strongly that we 
are accountable to the public for such 
funds. 

"I believe that it is right that the 
council is able to hold discussions on 
the awarding of works tenders in com¬ 
mittee but once the decision has been 
made and the contract awarded, that 
decision should be released to the 
public. I believe I even stated at the 
start of the meeting that the informa¬ 
tion would be released. 

"I am aware that the non-disclosure 
of the information, which I understand 
includes the details of the three sets of 
works being carried out, makes it ap¬ 
pear that LRTC has something to hide. 

"I would like to reassure everyone 
that this is not the case; the decisions 


made were well debated, well considered decisions 
which were made with the unanimous support of 
those members at the meeting. I will continue to 
press for the information to be released and, if nec¬ 
essary, council will need to debate the issue of dis¬ 
closure of information of this nature to avoid this 


situation arising again." 

Councillor Williams, who stressed that West Dorset 
District Council operates an open procurement pol¬ 
icy, said she was prepared to call a special meeting 
of the council if necessary. 

The works being carried out at Monmouth Beach 
include a re-routed road to serve the 11 new chalets 
which will be constructed nearer to the beach, and 
other measures to improve the stability of the area. 

The View from Lyme Regis now understands that 
the full cost of these works is around £140,000

Public First campaign steps 
up with two more debates 


PARLIAMENTARY candidates from the five main 
political parties will be invited to take part in two 
further public debates on the subject of local 
democracy in West Dorset, after almost 300 people 
voiced their concerns at an event in Dorchester ear¬ 
lier this month. 

The Public First Group, which staged the first 
meeting on January 7th, has quickly organised two 
follow-up events for next month, as part of its 
‘campaign for local democracy’. 

Leading local politicians, including prospective 
parliamentary candidates from the major parties, 
will be invited to attend the meeting and discuss 
the workings of local government. 

The leader of West Dorset District Council, An¬ 
thony Alford, and the leaders of Dorset County 
Council’s two main parties, will also be asked to 
attend the meetings, which take place in Bridport 
and Sherborne in February. 

The events follow a heated debate at Dorchester’s 
Com Exchange, which attracted 270 members of 
the public. 

After major concerns were raised about West 
Dorset District Council’s cabinet system, Public 
First has published its main aims, which include 
seeking a local referendum on the controversial 
process. 

Campaigners say they want to see a more repre¬ 
sentative system where all elected councillors are 
given an equal opportunity to have their say. 

And they are also seeking to create ‘pop-up’ fo¬ 
rums across the district, where residents can share 

■ I WOULD like to thank John Grantham and Clive 
Stafford-Smith OBE for initiating the biggest step 
forward ever undertaken towards attaining real 
democracy in West Dorset; many have tried before. 

I refer to the Public First meeting held at the Corn 
Exchange in Dorchester on January 7th. 

It is a rare thing to bring politically aware citizens 
together from far-flung towns including from Sher¬ 
borne, Weymouth, Dorchester, Bridport, etc, and to 
achieve both a powerful consensus and a clear 
course of action. 

I believe that at least 250 people left that hall feel¬ 
ing unified and sure that we all have a new oppor¬ 
tunity to put an end to the current archaic system 
of nepotism and unaccountable decisions still be 
taken behind closed doors at the district council. 

Most significantly of all was a vote taken on the 
current Cabinet system of local government where 
the council leader fills the executive committee 
with his closest allies to the exclusion of all other 
parties from influence.This item attracted one vote 
against, and over 250 for seeking change. 
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their views. 

The group’s second meeting, taking place at 
Bridport’s Electric Palace on February 20th, will 
again cover the cabinet system, but also assess 
whether a unitary authority should be created in 
Dorset. 

Public First points to projections for multi-mil- 
lion-pound savings for both Leicestershire and Ox¬ 
fordshire county councils, should they decide to 
form a single governing body. 

Members of the public will have the chance to 
speak first at the meeting, before leading council¬ 
lors face a grilling over the cabinet system. 

“It is again the public who will speak first, and 
most,” said Symondsbury resident Clive Stafford 
Smith, chairman of the Public First Group. 

“We are inviting prospective parliamentary can¬ 
didates from Conservative, Green, Labour, Liberal 
Democrats and UKIP parties, and we are also 
inviting the leader of West Dorset District Council. 
Invitees are all elected politicians, or going for 
election.” 

Public First’s next meeting will take place at 
Bridport’s Electric Palace on Friday, February 20th 
at 7pm, with a further event arranged for the fol¬ 
lowing Friday (February 27th) at Sherborne’s 
Digby Hall. The start time for the Sherborne meet¬ 
ing has not yet been confirmed.

Consequently, a public referendum is to be 
launched which will effectively request the full 
council to consider more democratic methods for 
the Executive Committee structure. 

We all hope that this will eventually help to bring 
the district council a little more in touch with, and 
more accountable to the citizens of West Dorset. 
The fact that not even one member of the cabinet 
chose to attend the meeting speaks for itself. 

The Public First movement seems to be gathering 
great momentum and I would recommend anyone 
who wishes to express their views on the running 
of our district council to attend the forthcoming 
event at the Electric Palace on February 20th.

■ UPLYME Parish Council have set their precept 
for the 2015-16 financial year at £20,247, meaning 
a band D property will pay £23.79 a year towards 
the parish council, an increase of 83 pence on the 
current financial year. 

Councillors explained that the budget was 
worked out in November based on the number of 
tax-paying households for this year to keep the 
amount the same, but the figures for this year had 
changed slightly, hence the small increase. 

■ A TOTAL of seven crimes were reported in Up¬ 
lyme during December. 

These incidents included a burglary, a miscom- 
munication, theft of a vehicle, someone making off 
without payment and three further burglaries, all 
to unoccupied houses, committed over the holiday 
period, so police have advised that residents need 
to be vigilant. 

Speaking at this month’s Uplyme Parish Council 
meeting, PC SO Andy Trott reminded everyone 
that the Axminster team offers free postcode mark¬ 
ing of property, and security advice. 

■ UPLYME parish councillors have expressed 
their disgust after an oak tree planted on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday last year was vandalised. 

The tree was planted in the grass triangle by the 
church and a statement from the parish clerk said: 
“The council was sickened by this mindless stu¬ 
pidity, the third time that trees on the triangle have 
been targeted, which seems strange given no other 
similar activity elsewhere.” 

■ UPLYME Parish Council have found no objec¬ 
tion to the following planning applications this 
month:

Mary’s Lane - however, councillors expressed their 
disappointment that the Parish Plan Design State¬ 
ment was ignored;

Amended plans regarding front elevation of out¬ 
building at Upper Cottage, Rocombe - subject to 
conditions; 

Provision of dormer windows to rear roof-slope 
and windows, one each gable end to facilitate loft 
conversion (retrospective) at Solway Cottage, 
Lyme Road. 

Councillors found objections to the following 
plans: 

Erect four two-bedroom apartments for the open 
market, and two one-bed apartments and one two- 
bed apartments for affordable housing on land ad¬ 
jacent to Regis House, Lyme Road;

AS Lyme Regis Town Council prepares to take 
back management of the whole of Monmouth 
Beach, a large section of which has been 
leased to West Dorset District Council for sev¬ 
eral years, local resident Charlie Barber asks 
what do the people of Lyme want to see in the 
area and where do individual councillors 
stand on the matter: 

B EWARE ye people of Lyme - the council is 
about to get richer, a lot richer. It is time, in 
May, to elect carefully those who you want 
to have this increased power to determine the

lives of many and the nature of our town. 

The statutory rights and obligations of the 
town council are those of the typical parish coun¬ 
cil - limited - but the main power of Lyme Regis 
Town Council stems from their ownership of a lot 
of assets in the town. 

Rumour has it that the town owns all of the 
land to the west of the Cobb at Monmouth

Beach. For a considerable period of time, the 
town has leased a large slice of this land to 
WDDC who have themselves sub-leased pieces 
of land to various organisations - the power boat 
club, the gig club, the sailing club, the fishing fra¬ 
ternity, the local businesses for parking and pos¬ 
sibly others. 

WDDC have then used the remainder to run a 
car parking facility mainly to the seaward side of 
the road whilst the town has run the Cabanya car 
park and been landlord to the bowls club on the 
landward side of the road. 

The town has earned £350 (approx) per car 
parking space from the lease to WDDC but £900 
(approx) per car parking space for those it con¬ 
tinues to operate at the Cabanya car park. This 
difference has led the town to not renew the 
lease to WDDC but to plan to operate all the 
parking in this area and to earn a considerable 
extra sum for its coffers. The town council, and 
the town clerk as their servant, have money rais¬ 
ing in their sights but also now in their control. 

Tenants concerned 

Fair enough, you might say, but all the organi¬ 
sations who operate at Monmouth Beach are ob¬ 
viously concerned that either their rights to 
occupy various pieces of land are possibly in 
jeopardy or at least subject to huge increase in 
cost. 

Dealing with our council can be difficult. There 
is no process for tenants to have sensible discus¬ 
sions with their landlord. Of course, tenants of 
the council are reluctant to talkabout their deal¬ 
ings with the council because they are con¬ 
cerned they will be bullied and pay a price for 
speaking up. 

Occasionally we read in the press about com¬ 
plaints from tenants of the council regarding 
their demands for constant increases in rent, etc. 
Some businesses go to the wall, all struggle. The 
council and its officers justify their actions as "just 
maximising for the benefit of the town". The ex¬ 
perience of the existing tenants of the town 
council down at Monmouth Beach - the chalet, 
caravan, beach hut owners and the bowls club - 
show that their landlord has a very much "take 
or leave it" attitude with unreasonable increases 
issued by edict - "the council has decided." 

Do the people of Lyme want the bowls club, 
the sailing club, the power boat club, the gig 
club, the fishermen's parking, the business park¬ 
ing, the residents' parking to be sacrificed for in¬ 
creased earning from public car parking? 

The bowls club are deeply concerned that they 


are in danger of not being able to continue to 
live peacefully, providing an ideal activity for 
older people in their iconic location at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach. They have never asked for finan¬ 
cial support from the council but the council 
does have the ability to make it impossible for 
them to continue by raising their rent or by re¬ 
fusing a new lease when it becomes due for re¬ 
newal. Many visitors to the town play and 
thousands watch this peaceful and picturesque 
activity. 

The sailing boats, the fishing boats, the power 
boat club and gig club activities offer great en¬ 
tertainment and interest to visitors. Residents of 
the Cobb, local businesses and the RNLI need 
dedicated areas for parking; they need their var¬ 
ious pieces of land to carry on. Maximising prof¬ 
its for the council by turning some or all of these 
areas into parking for sale may be financially at¬ 
tractive for the town council but is this really 
what we want Monmouth Beach to become? 

What do the people of Lyme want to happen 
down at Monmouth Beach? 

They may think that the council should have a 
plan, arrived at after consultation with all parties 
and some professional design input that main¬ 
tains the existing variety of use that adds colour 
for the visitor and facilities for the residents of 
Lyme and local users; that car parking is an es¬ 
sential element but must not become the only 
activity; that the town coffers can be enhanced 
by running all of the car parking down there but, 
for a while, keep existing other uses as they are 
and under the same terms. It may be that, in 
time, car parking should be elsewhere and public 
transport used to deliver visitors - this might lead 
to an increase in prosperity and life enhancing 
for the people of Lyme. 

We have an election coming up in May. It is 
time that prospective councilors say what their 
position is in advance of this election. They need 
to be specific about Monmouth Beach. 

This paper could run a series of articles allowing 
prospective councilors to spell out their plan, de¬ 
sires, aspirations.Their individual views on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach as well as other things should be 
known so that the election of councilors is a 
meaningful choice for electors instead of the 
usual "I have lived in Lyme for 20/40 years/all my 
life and I am a solicitor/shop-keeper/social 
worker" type of pre-election stuff that we usually 
get.

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Unusual technique using a credit 
card demonstrated for art society 



LAST week, Lyme Regis Art Society 
watched a successful demonstration by 
artist, Graham Watson, who paints with 
a credit card. 

Frustrated by a lack of success using 
brushes, Graham found that his ideas 
could be better expressed with this 
novel tool and, working with Artisan's 
water-based oil paint on mountboard, 
he used the card to drag, smooth or 
smear paint, to rule and print lines and 
even to remove paint when needed. 

To start, the card was rubbed over 
towelling to make a smooth edge and 
arrowed to indicate that this was the 
side to use. Paint went straight on to the 
board without thinner or mixer and, 
aiming for an impressionistic image of 
the fire on Brighton Pier, Graham spread 
swathes of bright yellow and orange 
paint onto the card, gently dragging it 
across, barely touching the surface, giv¬ 
ing a delicate half-rippling effect with 
streaks of magenta, suggesting flames 
and exploding sparks. 

Next, he mixed pthalo blue (red 
shade) with burnt umber and printed 
dark lines onto the glowing hot colour 
mix with the edge of the card to repre¬ 
sent the charred spars left by the 
flames-creating a truly vibrant an ener¬ 
getic image. 

After tea, Graham started a new piece 
on 1801b watercolour paper, using his 
card to cover the white paper with tita¬ 
nium white mixed with Artisan's stand 


oil for a more slippery surface. Then, 
using a gentle circular movement, he 
rubbed Naples yellow onto the paper 
with his fingers, adding sap green and 
patches of burnt umber, creating soft 
clouds of colour. 

The work was turned to see which way 
up looked best and whether any shapes 
could be seen to suggest a way forward. 
Graham decided to continue with a sea 
scene and adding cerulean blue with a 
touch of viridean.The card sketched the 
shape of a ship with broken masts, and 
shadows of burnt umber were finger- 
rubbed under the hull. 

A delicate drag of white created foam 
- more shadows went under the crests 
of the waves and white highlights were 


run down masts hung with ragged sails 
and members saw the striking image of 
a stricken ship tossing in the storm.

Aerial images of south coast in 
WWII shared with photo club 


MEMBERS of Lyme Bay Photo¬ 
graphic Club were interested to see 
a bird's eye view of the coast of Eng¬ 
land in the 1930s and 40s when 
Nigel Clarke, from NJP Publications, 
gave a presentation of aerial photo¬ 
graphs taken before and during the 
Second World War. 

In the first years of WWII, and the 
years leading up to it, Hitler ordered 
the Luftwaffe to undertake a secret 
aerial reconnaissance of the UK and 
Europe in preparation for an inva¬ 
sion. After the collapse of the Third 
Reich, the race to salvage the se¬ 
crets of Hitler's huge intelligence 
gathering operation began. The 
Luftwaffe archive was of extreme 
value both to the west and the So¬ 
viet Union. 

In June 1945,16 tons of reconnais¬ 
sance pictures were found in a barn 
at Bad Reichenall, in Bavaria, and 
the entire cache was removed to 
Britain.The archive was classified as 
top secret and disappeared into the 
vaults of CIA and the British Secret 
Service until 1974, when the entire 
Luftwaffe archive was declassified 
and free for public access. 


Nigel showed aerial photographs 
of the south coast of England and 
major ports throughout the UK. He 
identified various major landmarks 
in each image that German pilots 
would have used to ensure they 
were on track to their targets. 

Nigel then explained how the 
British, using stereoscopic film and 
viewers, would have interpreted im¬ 
ages received from their own air¬ 
craft reconnaissance. He also 
explained how the old images were 
now used to show how the land¬ 
scape had changed over the inter¬ 
vening years in various ways. 

Nigel answered many questions 
about the images and the members 
thoroughly enjoyed his presenta¬ 
tion and the subsequent discussion. 

The club's next meeting will be Fri¬ 
day, January 31st when Barry Welch 
will judge PDIs and prints in the 
seascape-theme and open compe¬ 
titions. New members are always 
welcome.

A MUCH respected Lyme Regis resident 
has died in Wimborne, aged 101. 

Mrs Vera Long lived in Summerhill Road for 54 
years before moving to the Wimborne area to be 
closer to her daughter, Maureen Glover. 

Mrs Long was married to the late Stan Long, a 
fireman who served in London through the Blitz 
during the Second World War and recreations su¬ 
pervisor for Lyme Regis Borough Council for 
many years. 

The couple had two other children - Ray, who 
lives in New Zealand, and the late Gordon Long, 
a popular local policeman who also emigrated to 
New Zealand. 

Mrs Long was bom in West Norwood in London 
and met her future husband, who was born in 
Chardstock, when he moved to London to work 
in Bon Marche. 

The couple moved back to Lyme Regis in 1951 
when Mr Long had to retire from the fire service 
with a back injury, living in his family’s home in 
South Avenue until moving to Summerhill Road.

Mrs Long worked in Hammett’s 
food shop in Broad Street for a number of years 
and then as a cashier during the summer months in 
the deck chair office on the front beach. 

She was also the treasurer of the Get Together 
Club for many years and enjoyed seeing all her 
friends and relations at their gatherings. 

All her extended family - she had seven grand¬ 
children and 12 great grandchildren- hold wonder¬

Mrs Long moved to Broadstone to 
live with her daughter, Maureen, due 
to a fall in 2005, and then lived in 
sheltered accommodation for eight 
years in Corfe Mullen and the last 
two years in Streets Meadow Care 
Home where she loved being pushed 
around Wimborne in her wheelchair. 

She received her telegram from the 
Queen for her 100th birthday and 


visited New Zealand twice to seeher 
sons, the last time in her 90s.

ONE of the most talented 
footballers ever to pull on 
the amber and black shirt of 
the Seasiders has died in 
Portugal.

David (pictured) moved to the 
Lyme Regis area from Blackburn in 
Lancashire when his father, the 
late Harold Thom, opened the 
Lyme Regis Remnant Shop at the 
Cobb. 

David took over the business, 
which also operated at a number 
of local markets, before emigrat¬ 
ing to Portugal. 

Having moved to Lyme, David at¬ 
tended the Lyme Regis Grammar 
School where he excelled at sport, 
especially football and cross coun¬ 
try. He was also a keen golfer, 
being a member of Lyme Regis 
Golf Club, and was a fanatical sup¬ 
porter of Liverpool Football Club.

There is a Bible verse which says, "Greater love has 
no-on than this, that he lay down his life for his 
friends." 

Maximillian Kolbe was a Polish priest who died as 
prisoner 16770 in Auschwitz, in 1941. When a pris¬ 
oner escaped from the camp, the Nazis selected 10 
others to be killed in reprisal for the escape. One of 
the 10 selected to die, Franciszek Gajowniczek, began 
to cry, "My wife! My children! I will never see them 
again!" At this Maximilian Kolbe stepped forward and 
asked to die in his place. His request was granted... 
few of us would, I think, have that sort of courage. 

For us, an act of generosity rather than sacrifice 
would more aptly show our love and concern for our 
neighbours today. This Lent in Uplyme Church we 
will be joining with thousands of others who have 
signed upon line to "40 Acts of Generosity". Each day 
we will be challenged to do one small thing such as 
giving the money we intended to spend on chocolate 
to a charity, or turning off the TV and spending that 
time with a friend. 

Visitwww.40acts.org.uk/and sign 
up to receive email challenges, or connect with other 
participants via social media. In 2014 over 46,000 
people undertook 1.8 million acts of generosity in 
more than 180 countries worldwide.

■ SATIRE has met its match in Lyme. 

Three weeks ago Geoff Baker’s ‘Council 
Sketch’ hinted that the town council might move 
the bowling green to Strawberry Field - he 
asked whether “downhill bowling” would catch 
on. I chuckled at another of Geoff’s inventive 
jokes. 

The following week a letter from the bowls 
club president, wondering “if Mr Baker’s re¬ 
marks are to be taken seriously”, raised some 
straightforward objections. “Geoff’s done it 
again,” I thought: he should make his irony less 
tricky to grasp. 

Last week brought two more well-argued 
protest letters from bowls club officials. Now re¬ 
ally worried, I asked myself who was being 
fooled. Could it be me? Reason (“No, it’s just 
too far-fetched - surely a Geoff joke”) wrestled 
with hard-learned nightmares that there’s noth¬ 
ing too absurd for this council to contemplate. 

Am I the only puzzled reader? Please, Geoff, 
tell me it was a joke. I’ll be sad if three bowls 
club stalwarts really have been taken in; but even 
sadder if they haven’t - partly because the 
satirist is finished if the object of satire becomes 
too ludicrous to be satirised, but mainly because 
the obvious reasons why the idea would be bad 
for the town, not just the bowls club, would fill 


several of your columns. 

This episode illustrates something more widely 
important. If such a plan is being considered, 
why does it slip out in this confusingly acciden¬ 
tal way? The council has a Strategy & Policy 
Committee. Is this idea part of the strategy? 
What is the bigger strategy of which it is a part? 
Has anyone been told? Why has there been no 
consultation with the town - about the bowls, 
and about the strategy as a whole? 

A correspondent recently suggested (in the 
context of May’s town council election) that “it 
would be helpful to know where [the candidates] 
are going and what they are aiming for.” Quite 
so. His suggestion that they declare their party 
political allegiances isn’t sound: party politics 
have no place in town council affairs, nor would 
knowing that fact tell us anything useful about 
candidates’ local aims. But his objective is spot 
on. 

Electors must know what candidates wish to 
do if elected, and how they plan to do it. (Per¬ 
haps the current councillors could manage such 
clarity, too: but after three years and nine months 
without it, perhaps we’ll have to wait.)

The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the em¬ 
peror of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this de¬ 
cree because he thought that married men made 
bad soldiers since they were reluctant to be torn 
away from their families in the case of war. Claudius 
had also outlawed Christianity in this time period 



because he wished to be praised as the one 
supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period of op¬ 
pression. Valentine thought that the decrees of 
Rome were wrong. He believed that people should 
be free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited 
the young couples of the area to come to him. When 
they came, Valentine secretly performed services of 
matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought 
before the emperor. The emperor saw that Valentine 
had conviction and drive that was unsurpassed 
among his men. Claudius tried and tried to per¬ 
suade Valentine to leave Christianity, serve the 
Roman empire and the Roman gods. In exchange, 
Claudius would pardon him and make him one of 
his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith and did not 
renounce Christ. Because of this, the emperor sen¬ 
tenced him to a three-part execution. First, Valentine 
would be beaten, then stoned, and then finally, de¬ 
capitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be car¬ 
ried out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's daugh¬ 
ter, the blind Asterius. During the course of 
Valentine's prison stay, a miracle occurred and As¬ 
terius regained her sight. Valentine sent her a final 
farewell note. He signed his last note, "From Your 
Valentine." Even today, this message remains as the 
motto for our Valentine's Day celebrations.

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Mdst of you know that ‘Valentine's Day b supposed 
to be a day to declare your love. 

It is the holiday that sells the most greeting cards with the exception of Christmas 
and it is also a holiday where gifts of chocolates and flowers are freely and not so 
freely given as tokens of affection. 

Here are a few facts about Valentine's day you may not know. 


1. In reality, there were actually 3 St. Valentine's. One was a priest, 
one a bishop and one little is known about except he was a mar¬ 
tyr. The stories of the priest's and bishop's martyrdom are so 
closely related it is difficult to tell which St. Valentine the Holiday 
is named after. 

2. According to legend it was St. Valentine himself who sent the 
first valentine in the form of a letter to his jailer's blind daughter 
with whom he had fallen in love.

4. Teachers receive more Valentine cards than anyone else, even 
children. 

5. More than 650 million valentine cards are exchanged by chil¬ 
dren from ages 6-10 each year. Most of these cards are bought in 
the last 6 days leading up to Valentine's day. 


6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy receives more than 1000 
Valentine's addressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. It really is amazing 
how much affection a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on Valen¬ 
tine's day she would end up getting married to a sailor. If a sparrow 
was the bird she saw she would end up marrying a man that was 
poor and live a happy life, if she saw a goldfinch then she was to 
marry a man that was a millionaire. One can only wonder who she 
would marry if she saw a crow. 

8. In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the 
killing of members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran in Chicago 
on Valentines Day. Authorities were unable to find any real evi¬ 
dence to tie Capone to the crime and he was never arrested or 
tried for the murder of these seven men. Instead he served his 
time for tax evasion.

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Homantic rose cupcakes 

Ingredients 

150ml pot natural yogurt • 3 eggs, beaten 
1 tsp vanilla extract • 175g golden caster sugar 
140g self-raising flour • 1 tsp baking powder 
lOOg ground almonds • 175g unsalted butter, 
melted • For the white chocolate frosting 
lOOg white chocolate • 140g unsalted butter 
140g icing sugar 

ingredients 

1. Line a 12-hole muffin tin with paper cases and heat oven to 190C/fan 170C/gas 5. In a 
jug, mix the yogurt, eggs and vanilla extract. Put the dry ingredients, plus a pinch of salt, 
into a large bowl and make a well in the middle. 

2. Add the yogurty mix and melted butter, and quickly fold in with a spatula or metal spoon 
- don't overwork it. Spoon into the cases (they will be quite full) and bake for 18-20 mins 
or until golden, risen and springy to the touch. Cool for a few mins, then lift the cakes onto 
a wire rack to cool completely. Keep in an airtight container for up to 3 days or freeze as soon 
as possible. 

3. White chocolate frosting: Melt the chocolate in the microwave on High for 1% mins, stirring 
halfway. Leave to cool. Beat the butter and icing sugar in a large bowl until creamy. Beat in 
the chocolate. Cover and chill for up to one month. 

^.Up to 48 hrs before serving (or the day before if it's really hot), bring the frosting back to 
room temperature, then spread over the cakes. Put the ribbon around the cakes now if you 
like, tying or glueing in place. Keep cool, out of direct sunlight. 



Salted caramel choc pob 

Ingredients 

4 tbsp dulce de leche or canned caramel 
Vi tsp sea salt, plus extra to serve 
85g each milk and dark chocolate, 
broken into squares 
1-2 long, thin, plain grissini 
2 tbsp demerara sugar 
100ml double cream, at room temperature 
50ml milk 

ingredients 

1. Mix the caramel with the salt, divide between 2 small glasses and chill. 

2. Melt the chocolates together in a glass bowl set over a pan of barely simmering water. 
Snap the grissini into short lengths, then dip each end into the chocolate to coat a little. Sit 
on a wire rack for the chocolate to drip and set a little, then dip the chocolate ends into the 
sugar to coat. Sit in an airtight container lined with baking parchment and chill to set until 
ready to serve. 

3.Stir the double cream and milk into the remaining melted chocolate until smooth, then 
scrape into a jug. Slowly pour on top of the caramel, around the edges first. Chill the pots 
for at least 2 hrs, or up to 24 hrs. 

^.To serve, scatter a little more sea salt on top of each pot, then add one ortwo sugar-tipped 
grissini.

Launched To Raise Awareness On Dangers Of 
Drink And Drug-Driving 


BRAKE, the road safety charity, has pro¬ 
duced a free interactive e-learning resource 
to bust myths around drink and drug driv¬ 
ing and convey the horrendous risks, par¬ 
ticularly geared at young people.'Sober up', 
developed in partnership with Hitachi Cap¬ 
ital Driving Instructor Solutions, can be 
used by anyone who works with young 
people or drivers, including: driving in¬ 
structors; teachers; youth workers; commu¬ 
nity leaders; employers; and emergency 
services and road safety professionals.
